CARDINALIN 
PLEA ASKS AID 
FOR RUSSIANS 


Vienna Archbishop Again 
Urges Help for “Starv- | 
ing Millions” 


VIENNA, Dec, 2.—Cardinal In- 
nitzer, Archbishop of Vienna, pub-, 
lished another world-wide appeal 
yesterday for contributions to re- | 
lieve “the starving millions in 
southern Russia.” 


In an appeal last August he said 
the world, in the interest of the 
eternal laws of humanity, should | 
assist in a relief campaign he con- 
sidered necessary to save further 
millions from starvation and “its 
accompanying horrors of cannibal- 
ism.” 

(That manifesto drew a denial | 
from the Moscow foreign office | 
which said, “there is no cannibal- 
ism and, I may say, there are no 
Cardinals in Soviet Russia,” and 
described the Cardinal's report as 
“pure fabrication.”) 

Yesterday Cardinal Innitzer em- 
phasized that the new Soviet grain 
crop was scarcely a drop in the 
bucket and that starvation will be. 
widespread in a greater catastrophe 
this winter, 

He announced he would call an 
international congress of relief 
agencies in Vienna as soon as pos- 
Bible. 

(Dispatches from Moscow last Oc- 
tober indicated that good crops this 
year gave assurance of adequate 
food suppties.)

nations filled with fear of each other. France 
afraid of Germany and Italy. Italy afraid of 
France and Germany.

Among nations, neighbors are not 
neighbors, they are potential enemies. Even 
Switzerland, for a century protected by her 
littieness and her aloofness in her mountain 
fastness, is no Jonger free from fear since the 
National Socialist party came into power in 
Germany. 


Engiend in ages past has blessed that strip 
of sea that girt her shores and formed a safe 
rampart against would-be invaders. With high- 
powered battleships, cruisers and submarines it 
no longer is the safe protector it once was.

Not even after the experiences of 
1914-1918 can he conceive that it might not all 
work out exactly as planned.

Banse has overlooked, At any event, Ferrero, 
who has some standing as an observer, thinks 
the greatest restraining force for peace in 
Europe today is the fear of another dragged-out

What exactly is the fear behind the fear of 
a dragged-out war? Chancellories in the past 
have not suffered in their personnel, while the 
industrialists have usually succeeded in amass- 


ing more wealth the longer the hostilities 
lasted. 
There is a national consideration. In the 


last great war all the men from 18 to 45 were 
mobilized. Two generations of men were swept 
away and all the reserves of three Empires. 
Even the richest of the states today may well 
weigh the cost and wonder if they could afford 
to mobilize the whole population and keep it in 
the trenches for the six months. 

But behind that consideration Ferrero sees 
another and a personal consideration. Speaking 
of the occupants of the European Chancellories, 
he says: 

“They all know that this time the people 
in the defeated countries will no longer be 
satisfied with throwing a few royal or im- 
perial heads into the gutter, but will exter- 
mnate the rich classes, The Christian west 
(or what still believes itself to be so) has 
come to this—a terrible contradiction which 
has been growing worse for the last six 
months,” 

Peace lovers have always held the theory 
that if kings and premiers had to go sword and 
gun in hand and fight as champions for their 
respective countries, there’d be fewer wars. 
Strife hasn't reverted back to the cave-man 
idea of personal combat, as yet. Changing 
events haven't even put the rich—their wealth 
exempted from conscription—into the front line 
trenches. Fighting will still be done by the 
poor and the able-bodied. But, as Ferrero sees 
it, the fate of the rich class will be bound up 
in the outcome. If the nation loses, the rich 
class will become the secondary sacrifice. If 
the nation wins, they win; if it loses, they lose, 

This consideration may restrain the more 
solid nations, not much in need of restraint; it 
isn't likely to restrain the nation must in need 
of restraint.

Essentials of Health | 3IDE GLANCES--By George Clark 


Examination 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In today’s article 1 am going to tell you some 
of the points which should be included in a 
first-class health examination, which should 
take the better part of two full days to complete. 

Such examinations are 
more and more in demand as 
people have found it is 
cheaper to pay for a good ex- 
amination which will help 
them to stay well than to 
pay higher fees to the doctor 
after they become sick. Reg- 
ular health examinations are 
of the greatest value in pre- 
venting disease and aiding 
you to live to a healthy old 
age. This has been proved by 
records of insuramce com- 
panies, which show that a 

Dr. F. McCoy group of people having health 
examinations will live longer than a similar 
group who have not had the benefit of these 
complete examinations. 

If you are sick, a thorough examination is 
always, advisable, as the doctor is better able 
to tell what kind of a disorder is present after 
he has examined all parts of the body. 

A good health-examination must include: a 
complete fluoroscopic x-ray examination of the 
stomach and intestines; the stomach to be 
studied the first day and the large intestine to 
be considered the next day. By means of this 
examination the doctor determines whether 
these organs have fallen, how long it takes the 
stomach to empty, how well the organs are 
doing their work, and whether adhesions, 
spastic contractions or kinks in the colon are 
present. 

In addition, it may be necessary to have 
special x-ray pictures made of the gall-bladder, 
stomach, colon, kidneys, bones or sinuses 

The heart, lungs and bronchial tubes m 
be inspected. The qhest expansion should 
recorded. Local examination of certain parts 
are usually desirable and the doctor shoul 
look at the eyes, ears, nose and throat. 
of the ability to see and hear are a vital part of 
the examination and may indicate that the 
patient needs glasses or needs treatment to 
improve the hearing. 

A blood pressure test to find out if the 
pressure is too high or too low is advisable. 
Laboratory tests should be made of a small 
sample of the blood. If the patient has anemia, 
the blood test will show this, and if any pus 
pockets are present, this will be indicated by 
the presence of too many white blood cells. 
Another laboratory test which you should in- 
sist upon is the urinalysis and there may be 
others necessary in your own case. 

The patient should be weighed and measur- 
ed and any tendency to over-weigh or under- 
weight should be noted. A study should be 
made of his muscular development and it 
should be determined whether he would bene- 
fit by more exercise and what kind of exercise 
would be most helpful. The patient should be 
told how best to correct such conditions as flat 
feet, curved spine, or round shoulders by ex- 
ercise. 

A history of any past symptoms or sickness 
and also of any symptoms now present should 
be written down and the patient should be 
questioned as to his diet, hours of sleep, regu- 
larity of elimination, pain, etc. 

Since the patient frequently worries a great 
deal over such nervous symptoms as nervous 
weakness, a tendency to be discouraged or dis- 
contented, or feelings of fear, he will often ob- 
tain the greatest relief by talking these over 
with the doctor. 

At the end of the examination, all of the 
findings should be summed up by one doctor 
who explains to the patient what they mean 
The patient should then be given definite type- 
written instructions which he is to take home 
with him. These instructions should tell him 
what to eat, how to exercise, and give him 
helpful hnts on how to use his nervous energy 
to better advantage. If any treatment has been 
found advisable, the instructions should men- 
tion this and tell the patient whether he needs 
to return to the doctor's office for treatment or 
whether he could carry out the treatment at 
home with success,

Zealand End Their 


Tariff War

Convinced by facts which admitted no evasion, the Govern- 
merits of Australia and New Zealand finally decided to put an end 
to the senseless tariff war which has strangled trade between 
the two Commonwealths and inflicted severe losses and much 
suffering upon the producing classes of both countries, 


When the tariff war was being started all the old outcries 
of protectionists were given full seope in both countries. Our 
old friend “balance of trade” was used in New Zealand to prove 
that the Australian trade was one-sided and draining New 
Zealand; and was used in Australia to prove that New Zealand 
Was getting too much and Australia too little. 


On the basis of the last ten years actual trade experience, the 
people of both countries have found that an argumentative bal- 
ance of trade does not feed anybody; and that a book-keeping 
balance of trade, with no commerce moving, brings depression 
@nd unemployment to both countries, 


Therefore, of necessity, both countries haye discarded the 
balance of trade superstition and have re-opened the gates of 
commerce. Owing to climatic conditions New Zealand produces 
larger quantities of natural products which Australians are glad 
to buy. Australia, on the other hand, produces many lines of 
manufactured fruit products, combined with sugar; and also 
many lines of manufactured products which New Zealanders are 
glad to buy. 


On the theory that each country could do all its manufactur- 
ing, and cut its imports to a minimum, these trades were tariff 
Strangled—It was proved by experience that when deprived of 
the volume of commerce, the people of each of the two countries 
had no earning power to buy even in their own markets.

Constable Patterson suffered two 
broken ribs in the assault. Con- 
stable Hamilton suffered two broken 
ribs also and his head was badly 
cut. Mr. Mathieu was bruised when 
struck in several places by the bolts 
and spikes hurled by the strikers 

Despite the injuries suffered, the 
police rebuffed the attackers and 
forced them to retreat. The train 
was started up and slowly moved 
away from the shouting mob. The 
men from Winnipeg were rushed 
across the border and placed under 
the protection of the United States 
border patrol and taken to the Orr 
camps. 

A truck driver delivering supplies 
to the Mathieu camp here has been 
warned to stop or his place of busi- 
ness and equipment would be burn- 
ed.

His climb to might is the most 
complete triumph that Europe has 
known in centuries. He started his 
National Socialist party humbly 
with eix adherents. He was cerid- 
ed for his Charlie Chaplin mous- 
tache and his soap-box oratory. He 
has lived to see the day when he 
has more real power than any Ger- 
man King or Emperor ever had 

When President Hindenburg, who 
never liked him nor believed in 
him, called him to the Chancellor- 
ship as the head of the strongest 
party in the Reichstag, all Germany 
—except the inner circle of the 
Nazis—and all the outside world 
thought him a Chancellor in chains 
To the right of him were Vice 
Chancellor von Papen of the old
